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‘Rainbow Bridge’: 
cosmic success 


“Rainbow Bridge” is a film destined to 
be another “Woodstock” or “Easy Rider” 
by virtue of its youth-oriented box-office 
drawing power. Indeed, it is not only 
youth-oriented, but it offers a nebulous 
guru-type appeal to the 
occult-minded/drug set/rock fan 
counterculture as well 

The major attraction in this Warner 
Bros. film is a half-hour set of some 
wailin’ electronic music piloted by the 
late Jimi Hendrix, in a high-energy rock 
concert inside a Hawaiian volcano 
Hendrix comes on the scene at Mauii (an 
occult research center which is the living 
quarters for a commune concerned with 


the exploration of space —inner and 
outer) playing the role of himself -—a 
stoned out superstar. Or rather, he is not 
playing a role: he is simply being his 
mellow self, just as everybody in this 
avant-garde movie is playing himself 
There is no script, and there is no plot or 
story-line, but ther who needs 
one?— “Woodstock” didn't 

It’s hard to even delineate exactly what 
it is that Jim is doing in the movie. He 
just sort f comes in and ut t the 
intense rap Sessions every so often to lend 
his “presence” to the su s of this film 
Because this movie is being released one 
and a half years after his death (he was 
reported to have died as a result of a drug 
overdose) it has a rtair morbid 


fascination in its accurate portr 
the death trip he was really on candid 
shot of him stumbling down a corridor 
with a bottle of wine in his hand, and 
another sequence in which he describes 
his inter-planetary travels while stoned on 
acid (LSD), document his altered states 
of consciousness 

If Jimi’s role in the film is only 
peripheral,then the central focus is on a 
swingin’, sexy, seductive chick known 
only as Hartley (her real name). In real 
life, and in the film as well, she is just 
truckin’ through L.A. long enough to get 
hassled by some Jesus freaks in a park 
whistled at while walking down the 
“Strip” (Sunset Blvd.), and busted by the 
L.A.P.D. for not carrying an I.D. Not 
only does she not carry an I.D., but she 
does not carry any luggage or even a coat 






as she resumes her journey to Hawaii sans 
everything except her tight capris and 
see-through blouse. She hitches down 
Highway | to San Diego, and then hops a 
jet to the Aloha State where she is 
awaited bv her communal friends

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Hartley’s friends are her friend Anne 
who she used to work with in modeling 
jobs the Wizard (Chuck, the 
producer/director of the film), the 
AStrologer and varicus consorts and 
devotees in this Yoga community. They 
feel that they have something to offer tc 
the worlk: real solutions to real problems 
if you please. They are all “highly 
evolved’? people, well-along on the 
spiritual path, who clearly perceive not 
only what is wrong with the world’:

Rainbow Bridge, the occult research 
center, derives its name from the idea or 
Kundalini Yoga that it is possible to build 
a “rainbow bridge” which is a spectrum of 
colors (that can be seen by someone with 
clairvoyant powers) arcing from the heart 
tc the mind in a highly evolved 
individual.

colors and with their occult properties 
such as their healing powers. The 
Astrologer explains that the idea that we 
are entering into the Aquagian Age is 
based on some ancient mystica!) 
knowledge which prophesizes an era of 
world peace and understanding 

Another person tells of the time when 


he saw a couple of flying saucers rising 
it f ne f the volcanoes on the 
Hawaiian Islands, and of how our 


interplanetary space brothers are going ti 
help out mankind. This is all very cosmic 

f course, but Hartley’s skepticism has 
just that down-to-earth touch to it which 
allows the audience to relate to what 
amounts to some pretty far-out ideas 

The photography is beautiful, with 
rambling footage of the islandic tropical 
paradise, replete with secluded swimming 
holes and numerous skinny-dippers 

This movie is not being released by a 
major studio, but is scheduled for release 
in mid-January, 1972, by the producer 
who bought the film back from Warner 
Bros. after they had fulfilled their 
contract of shooting it. Critics may ignore 
it, due to its non-establishment origin 
but they will not long ignore its long-run 
sell-out engagements, if its advanced 
preview midnight engagements in several 
major cities are any indication. This film 
already has packed theatres without any 
advanced publicity, with its underground 
reputation giving it impetus

Dues responds to attacks 


It is time someone came to the defense 
of my reputation with some truth, and | 
note that no one on the Hornet staff is 
moved to do so. | am the infamous 
michacl Dues who, according to Scott 
Burns, is a “sexist and racist.” and who, 
according to Maryellen Burns, lacked the 
courage to appear at the symposium on 
rape. and who, according to some real 
Sexists on this campus, is now something of 
a hero. The truth is that | am none of 
those things. Permit, if you have an open 
mind, 4 position statement 

First, | do not believe that | am a sexist 
| think it terribly wrong that women are 
generally required to play sex roles which 
prohibit their development as the full and 
unique persons they dre. I think it a 
tragedy that they are generally treated as 
sex objects, rather than as persons, that 
they are required in this culture to make 
themselves sexually attractive, often at 
great pain to themselves, and then are 
accused of being at fault if they get a 
little too attractive for some male who 
rapes them. Women are taught in this 
culture that they are not as intelligent or 
as responsible as men, and they are taught 
so well that most women believe it! All of 
this must change and change soon. 

Secondly, as I said in my initial article 
on the subject, I consider rape to be an 
extremely serious problem in this society 
Beyond what I said in that article, | 
believe many police treat rape victims in 
such as way as to deter reporting of the 
crime. Indeed, society at large does that 
as well. | am sure that in many cases the 
victim is victimized again by the ordeal of 
reporting, being questioned, being 
suspected, being branded and this is 
desperately wrong. Hence | am most 
pleased thai the controversy I seem to 
have started has brought about a week 
long symposium on the subject. 

I was not invited to participate formally 
in the symposium, nor did I learn of it 
unti! Monday afternoon when I returned 
from an extended road trip with t} 
debate team. (Which, Maryellen, explains 
why I wasn’t there on Monday.) 

Why, then, did I take issue with Ms. 
McKenzie’s article? And why did I write a 
second article which the Hornet did not 
print? And what are my reactions to the 
symposium? 

1 do not claim to be an authority on 
rape. I do claim an ability to recognize 
good argument and advocacy when I see 
it, and | am deeply concerned that many 
of the most important causes in this 
country are supported by some 
horrendously shoddy advocacy. It was 
this concern that prompted my initial 
article. | was frankly angry at sc bad a job 
of advocating a right cause. Please note 
that the response to my article was 
essentially a matter of name calling; no 
one has denied that we were correct 
regarding the facts. A writer named Leda 
did do a very good job of explaining what 
Ms. McKenzie meant regarding the notion 
that rape is a political act, but that’s 
about the only rational response we 
received. 

Having read Leda’s article, and several 
pieces of published material I have 
learned how the term “political” can be 
stretched to embrace the crime of rape. 
No rational person, who did not already 
believe rape was political should have 
accepted Ms. McKenzie’s simple assertion 
on the point. And let's all of us not forget 
biology’s role in the matter. 

When Ronaid Reagan uses bad 
arguments and clearly misrepresents facts 
1 am pleased because he thus does the 
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cause of fascism a disservice. But when 
anyone does a bad and false job in 
advocating a good cause I am angry, 
because they set it back. That, and not 
“sexism”, prompted Ken O'Brien and I to 
attack Ms. McKenzie’s article 

Thirdly 1 am deeply concerned about 
certain tendencies that appear more and 
more common in reformist 
rhetoric especially in the Burns family 
Consider Scott Burns’ editorial reaction 
to our article: We had said that one 
should get the facts straight and consider 
the demands of proof and justice in 
dealing with the problem of rape. So 
Burns accused us of being “soft on rape.” 
That is the exact pattern of reasoning 
applied by Joe McCarthy in the 1950's, 
and by Robert Welch and Ronald Reagan 
today. There is a na for that kind of 
political approach to dealing with 
controversy—fascism. With McCarthy, 
Welch, and Reagan there is some excuse 
for fascist rhetorical tactics because the 
positions they support are not rationally 
defensible. But in a right and logically 
defensible cause fascist rhetoric has no 
place 

Finally , | am distressed by one element 
of the women’s liberation movement that 
related directly to the current 
controversy over rape. Most advocates of 
women’s liberation conceptualize the 
struggle for women’s rights as a fight 
against males males in general- who 
currently oppress women. I believe this is 
an inaccurate and counterproductive 
conceptualization of the situation 

It is inaccurate in that men, too, are 
oppressed. Consider that the same society 
which tells my wife she must stay home 
and do the relatively boring job of raising 
children and keeping house, tells me 1 
must leave that house at least five days a 
week and work at a job, which I often 
find boring. The same society that would 
pay my wife less money for doing the 
same job I do, requires me to surrender 
90% of what [ earn so that it can be used 
to support all the other members of my 
family, who are not required to work at a 
paying job. This does not make it fair to 
demand that my wife stay home and be 
bored and feel unimportant. The point is 
that the system is unfair to both of us 
Women are denied the right to 
participate in many activities because 
those activities are deemed “unfeminine.” 
Men are denied the right to participate in 
many activities because they are deemed 
“unmasculine.”” But consider the cultural 
chains that bind the sexes relative to 
copulation, which brings us back to rape 
An American woman faces an impossibly 
contradictory role here: She is required 
to be uninterested in sex before she is 
married, but a virtual nymph afterward 
She is taught to do all in her power to 
invite sexual advances from men, but to 
very moralistically resist such advances 
when they occur. Her body is separated 
from her “soul” in that her body is 
viewed as an object desireable in itself, 
regardless of what her whole person is 
like, but she is supposed to resent being 
treated as an object 

Anerican males, however, also have 
Strange and very contradictory roles to 
play in sex matters. The male, who is 
required to demonstrate high intelligence 
wisdom and responsibility in. all 
non-sexual matters, ts taught that he is 
“not a man” if he behaves in sexual 
matters as anything other than an 
uncontrollable animal. And when some 
poor slob takes this dictim) Itterally 
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which means he commits rape, he faces 
prison or, in 13 states, death 

! do not know any American males who 
enjoy playing a role that so demeans 
them. I, personally, have long felt 
oppressed by the sexual role imposed 
upon me, and | know many males who 
just aren't making it in such roles. | 
Suggest that both sexes are guilty of 
oppressing the other to the extent that 
each demands that members of the other 
play the “appropriate” role. | further 
Suggest that neither sex commits any 
widespread deliberate oppression. Instead 
we are all victims together victims as 
unique human persons caught up in an 
historically derived culture which none of 
us made but which will not allow us to 
grow as unique persons. Rape, in this 
context, becomes a cultural crime, one 
that is especially repugnant, but not 
unique as a form of oppression 


While it is certainly important to help 
women avoid rape, and to do something 
about the horrible ordeal a woman must 
endure in order that a4 rapist can be 
convicted, it will not help to focus any 
special hate on the rapist, or to deny him 
any reasonable torm of legal defense. The 
over-all problem is not one of males 
oppressing females, it is one of culturally 
defined sex roles oppressing individuals 
It is essential to recognize that neigher 
sex can be liberated from its sex role 
without also liberating the other sex 
What is crucial is not punishment of some 
guilty scapegoat, but liberation of 
persons 


Hence, Scott and Maryellen, | ask that 
you stop stereotyping me (which makes 
me a hated scapegoat among those I 
generally support and a hero among those 
! oppose). I will not, as a male, plead 
guilty. Ask instead, that | liberate myself 
from a senseless sex role. In that crusade ! 
can participate. And I will ask of you 
that. however you conceptualize the 
Struggle for liberation, you have the faith 
and the care to advocate right causes on 
the basis of right reasoning and sound 
evidence

The initiation ot a 
Timesharing Computer System 
available for student use at all 19 
of The California State Colleges 
was announced today by 
Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke 

The system, to become 
operational in February, will 
permit students and faculty 
members engaged in computer 
projects on any of the campuses 
tO acquire instantaneous access 
to 2s central Timesharing 
computer facility at Northridge 

“Our computer network, 
already the largest in the 
country operated by an 
educational system, is proving 
invaluable for data processing 
purposes among. the _ State 
Colleges and will be much 


enhanced by this new 
capability,” Chancellor Dumke 
said 

Development ot the 


time-shared computing program 
parallels far-reaching concepts 
for innovation and improved 
utilization of resources proposed 
for the State Colleges last 
January by Chancellor Dumke in 
his ““New Approaches to Higher 
Education.” 

The approaches include 
innovative instructional 
techniques allowing students 
both acceleration and flexibility 
in their college careers, 
restructured teaching 
approaches, and degree 
opportunities for students 
unable to attend regular 
on-campus programs 

Creation of the Timesharing 
program represents the second 
recent development involving 
improved capabilities in the 
State Colleges’ computer 
network operated — by the 
Information Systems Division of 


Chancellor Dumke’s office
